Retail Grocers in Council, 

MAacoy, March 31.—{Special.]—Interviews with a 
number of retail grocers developed to-day con- 
siderable feeling on the subject of the differences 
existing between themselves and the wholesale 
dealers..

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A MISSING MISSOURIAN. 


EX-GOVERNOR FLETCHER’S UN- 
ACCOUNTABLE ABSENCE, 


Buined by His Bad Becord as the Républican Ri- 
construction Governor of Missouri~— Recent 
Loss of Political Influence—Balieved to 
be Wandering and of Unsound Mind.

Sr. Lovis, March 31,—The family 
friends of ex- Governor Thomas C. Fletcher are 
much glarmed over what they pronounced 
his unaccountable absence from the city. 
Colonel Fletcher has not been seen in St. Louis 
Since the efterncon of Saturday, March 21, 
when some friends conversed with him in the 
vicinity of the Laclede bank. No person 
familiar with his haunts has been able to trace 
him to any of them since that time, 

There are many peculiar circumstaness con- 
nected with the disappearance of Mr. Fietsher 
For several days before his departure he at- 
tracted the attention of his friends around 
town by appearing on the street with his beard 
shaved off and his white mustache and hair 
dyed black. Several gentlemen say that he 
was frequently of late heard muttering to 
himeelf as he walked along the streets. 
The governor was anxious to make the race 
for city collector on the republican ticket 
at the election which takes place the first week 
in April. It is said he inquired around among 
his friends to find what the prospect would be 
for filing a half million dollar bond that he 
would be required to give in case ot his elec- 
tion. He found that no one was particularly 
enihusiastic. in to his support. 
This troubled him greatly, and 
one gentleman said to-day that 
when he called at Mr. Fletcher’s office somé 
ten days ago he found the old gentleman with 
his heed bowed and resting’én his desk. On 
straightening up tears were seen trickling 
down his cheeks and he exclaimed in great 
anguish: ‘‘I must have the collectorship, I 
cannot live without it.” 

It was because of the unsavory record made 
by Mr.-Ffetcher during the time he occupied 
the pesition of chief executive of Missouri, 
from 1864 to 1868, that he could not find in the 
city a single man of wealth who would be 
wiiling to sign a bond for him. 

His principal business during the last 15 
years bas been done for clients picked up 
around the United States courts.
